St. Petersburg, 
Oct. 2d.— For 
the, 
moment heavy rains and impassable 
roads have compelled a suspension of 
operations in Manchuria. 
T here was 
little fighting Wednesday 
and none 
whatever that night. 
There is evidence of a new disposi­ 
tion of the forces on both sides. Gen­ 
eral Kuropatkin is extending his right, 
whether 
with a view 
to a 
turning 
movement for the safety of Hone Tree 
hill, the im portance of which is fully 
realized by the Japanese, who have at­ 
tempted to retake it in two night at­ 
tacks, or w hether to meet and thwart 
a Japanese turning movement from the 
west, 
has not yet 
developed. 
The 
Japanese also appear 
to be shifting 
weight to the westward. 
Veiled hints continue to arrive that 
the Russians have recovered from the 
blow indicted last, week by Field Mar­ 
shal Oyama. and that General Kuro­ 
patkin is preparing to renew the strug­ 
gle as soon as the roads become dry. 
Two recent 
press dispatches 
from 
Mukden 
mention 
reports that 
the 
Japanese are already preparing to re­ 
tire, and the war office 
adm its that 
Kuropatkin’s line has 
again moved 
slightly forw ard; but there is no light 
upon the movements of the Japanese. 
There is no late news 
from Tokio; 
and 
an enem y 
so resourceful 
may 
really be preparing 
a surprise move­ 
ment instead of a retreat, relieving the 
pressure on the front with a view to 
accomplishing something on the flank. 
Many critics continue to believe that 
General Kuropatkin intends to return 
to the line of the Hun river. 


Rest for Both Armies. 
The enforced cessation of operations 
by the bad weather, if the .Japanese 
offensive has really exhausted itself, 
gives both armies a chance to breathe 
and 
pull themselves 
together 
and 
would seem to insure as much bene­ 
fit to one side as to the other for prac­ 
tical purposes. 
When operations rec­ 
ommence they will assume an entire­ 
ly new phase, with new dispositions 
and 
objectives. 
Last week's 
battle 
has ended, and it goes into history as 
a Russian 
defeat. 
When operations 
are resumed a new battle will begin. 
The reappearance of Viceroy Alex- 
ieff at M ukden Wednesday for a con­ 
ference is not particularly reassuring, 
as such conferences in the past have 
not been fruitful of success. 
The 
m ovem ent of 
troops on 
the 
European 
Russian western 
frontier 
and the preparations further to reduce 
garrisons in this region, revive talk 
of complete understanding with Ger­ 
many, under which the frontier will be 
protected so as to permit of the dis­ 
patch to Manchuria of troops station­ 
ed in Poland. 
There are about 600,- 
Odd soldiers 
in Poland, 
comprising 
some of the best troops in the empire. 
It is already known that all of three 
corps in th e Vilna government will be 
included 
in General 
Grippenberg’s 
army, but as these troops are included 
in what is known as Russia’s third line 
of defense, the fact has not attract­ 
ed much attention. 
It now develops 
that the riiie brigade at Plotsk, direct­ 
ly on the frontier, 
is mobilizing. 
In 
the best informed diplomatic circles it 
is believed th a t nothing in the shape 
of a treaty between Russia and Ger­ 
many has been committed t.o writing, 
but that th ere is simply a mutual per­ 
sonal understanding between the two 
sovereigns covering this 
point, and 
some believe, going much further. 
So 
far as the present war is concerned, 
there is no evidence that the supposed 
agreement covers active aid, as such 
an agreem ent would rendí r operative 
the 
Anglo-.Iapanese 
alliance.

General Kuropatkin's Tactics Not Easy 
to Fathom. 
London, Oct. 2d.— English newspa­ 
pers and military critics find it diffi­ 
cult to apportion the exact strategic 
significance attaching to General Ku­ 
ropatkin's action on th e Shakhe river. 
It is supposed that his success here 
was due to having kept three divisions 
of troops in reserve; and it is admitted 
that the attack on Lone Hill may have 
been 
an intentional counter 
stroke 
after drawing out the Japanese from 
strong 
positions. 
T he 
balance 
of 
opinion, however, favors the idea that 
it was a desperate endeavor to cover 
the retreat 
of his forces 
from tiie 
Bensihu district, and that the battle 
of Shakhe may be regarded as having 
ended in a victory, but not a decisive 
one, for the Japanese, who were too 
exhausted to follow up their success.

Tokio, 0< t. 2d.—T he Japanese gov- 
trnm ent has decided to draw the a t­ 
tention of the R ussian government to 
the unlawful action of Russian troops 
in using Chinese costumes. The no­ 
tice will be served through the A m eri­ 
can state departm ent, which will tr a n s ­ 
m it it through th e American em bassy 
a t St. Petersburg. 
A memorandum issued by the foreign 
office says that on Oct. 4 a body of in ­ 
fantry belonging to the Russian T hird 
regiment ot 
sharpshooters, w earing 
Chinese costumes, attacked the J a p a ­ 
nese forces on the Mukden road and 
that Russians sim ilarly clad approach­ 
ed the Japanese lines and attem pted 
surprises. 
Different reports received, 
it is charged, indicate that the R u s­ 
sians are purchasing enormous q u a n ­ 
tities of Chinese costumes. 
The memorandum points 
out that 
combatants not 
properly uniformed 
are liable to punishm ent as offenders 
against the laws of war and that p a r­ 
ticipation in fighting without uniform s 
is a violation of international usage, 
an unlawful act and contrary to the 
meaning oí Article twenty-three of the 
supplementary rules of the convention 
governing the laws 
and customs of 
w ar on land. 
It is pointed out further that this 
action of Russian troops will prove a 
source of great calam ity to innocent 
Chinese, who will thereby be exposed 
to danger owing to their inability from 
distances to distinguish the R ussian 
soldiers from real Chinese.

creased prices secured at the sale of 
agricultural lands by State Auditor 
Dunn’s taking advantage of the condi­ 
tion of the market and the increased 
i demand for lands during the years 
i 1898 to 1901, inclusive, by which not 
less than half a million of dollars ad­ 
ditional was secured for the school 
fund on the sale of about 200,000 acres 
of land during those years, and for 
which the sale price was increased 
not less than $2 per acre. 
The interest received from the In­ 
vestment of tile school fund is appor­ 
tioned twice a year among the schools 
of the state and the importance to the 
taxpayer of such large additions to

D uring the adm inistration of the 
s t a te a uditor’s office by R. C. Dunn, 
the public school fund of the state

1808 to 1901, inclusive, by which not 
less th a n half a million of dollars a d ­ 
ditional was secured for the school 
fund on th e sale of a b o u t 200,000 acres 
of land during those years, and for 
which t h e sale price was increased 
not less than $2 per acre. 
T h e interest received from th e In­ 
v e stm e n t of the school fund is appor­ 
tioned twice a year am o n g the schools 
of th e sta te and the im portance to th e 
ta x p a y e r of such large additions to 
the school fund as Mr. Dunn secured 
m ay be measured by th e fact th a t in 
the apportionm ents funds 
m ad e 
in 
1903 
$1,167,580 
w a s 
distributed, 
a m o u n tin g to $5 per capita for every 
child attending school in th e state, 
and in 1904 the total am o un t distrib­ 
uted w a s $1,322,820. 
A citizen who 
is th e happy p aren t of five children of 
school age would be benefited to th e 
ext* nt of $25 annually by this appor­ 
tion m en t of the income of the school 
funds, an amount, in m a n y cases, equal 
to the total tax paid by individual, 
so thaf Mr. Dunn's good work in this 
direction has been a direct benefit to 
every taxpayer in th e state. 
In addition to this feature one of 
Mr. D u n n ’s favorite plans for th e in­ 
v estm ent for the p e rm a n e n t school 
fund w as th at it should be loaned in 
part a t home, and he strongly advo­ 
cated a measure which was passed 
by the legislature authorizing loans to 
be m ad e from the public school fund 
to school districts, counties, cities and 
townships, the rate of interest, being 
fixed a t 4 per cent. 
This plan has 
proved of imm ense benefit to alm o st 
every school district in th e state, and 
in 1903 the total loans made a m o u n t­ 
ed to $499,028, and in 1904 to $595,- 
57G. 
By this m e a n s t h e school dis­ 
tricts, townships, etc., are able to se­ 
cu re a loan from t h e sta te at a low 
ra te of interest or to refund their old 
debts and borrow 
from 
the 
state, 
while th e school fund is invested a t 
h om e, am ong Minnesota people on the 
m o st reliable securities.

(10) o’clock in 
the forenoon to three (3) o’clock in 
the afternoon of said day. and all sa ­ 
be closed on said day be­ 
tween the hours of ten (10) o’clock in 
the forenoon and three (3) o’clock in 
the afternoon, in all cities, towns and 
villages 
where 
memorial 
exercises 
are held.”

This time stained parchment refers to 
the purchase of broken glass a most 
necessary ingredient for tile production 
of good glass 
by the Venetian m er­ 
chants in Syria. 
In 1281) the great 
council of the republic prohibited the 
establishment of glass furnaces In the 
city proper, as they were frequent 
causes of serious tires, and finally rele­ 
gated tile glassblowers to the Island of 
Murani) (12!Uh, where the industry has 
flourished d o w n to the present day. 
Mara no’s glass m a n u factu rers pos­ 
sessed many political and other privi­ 
leges. Their daughters could even m a r ­ 
ry into the families of the proud Vene­ 
tian patricians. In the seventeenth cen­ 
tury the glassblowers of Venice were 
recognized as the best In Europe. This 
fact caused the Duke of Buckingham 
to employ Venetian w orkm en in the 
g l a s s lmwiufaetory which lie opened in 
for the purpose of m a k in g im ita­ 
tions of the fine Venetian drinking 
glasses. 
Evelyn, the diarist, w riting in PHI, 
says: “ I passed over to Murano, fa­ 
mous for the best glasses of the world, 
where, having viewed their furnaces, I 
made a collection of divers curiosities.

Washington, Oct. 20.—The president 
has instrie ted Secretary of War Taft 
to proceed at an early date to Panama 
to confer with the president of that re­ 
public with a view to compromising 
the differences that have arisen be­ 
tween the two countries. 
• 
It is impossible to say exactly when 
the secretary of war can leave for 
Panama, but probably on Nov. 14. 
The following letter has been sent 
by the president to the secretary of 
war, after a conference with the secre­ 
tary of state and the secretary of war, 
in respect to the conditions in Pan­ 
ama : 
“There is ground for believing that 
in the execution of the rights con­ 
ferred by the treaty the people of 
Panama have been unduly alarmed at 
the effect of the establishment of a 
government in the canal strip by the 
commission. Apparently they fear lest 
the effect be to create out of part of 
their territory a competing and inde­ 
pendent community, which shall inju­ 
riously affect their business, reduce 
their revenues and diminish their pres­ 
tige as a natPur 
Our Irtentions Misconstrued. 
“We have not the slightest inten­ 
tion of establishing an independent 
colony in the middle of the state of 
Panama, or of exercising any greater 
governmental functions than are nec­ 
essary to enable us conveniently and 
safely to construct, maintain and oper­ 
ate the canal under the rights given us 
by the treaty. Least of all we do not 
desire to interfere with the business 
and prosperity of the people of Pan­ 
ama.“After a conference with the secre­ 
tary of state and yourself I have con­ 
cluded that it will be of great advan­ 
tage if you can visit the isthnns of 
Panama In person and hold a confer­ 
ence with the president and other gov­ 
ernmental authorities of the republic 
of Panama. The earlier you are able 
to make this visit the better. 
“You will advise the president of the 
republic what the policy of this gov­ 
ernment is to be and assure him that 
it is not the purpose of the United 
States to take advantage of the rights 
conferred upon it by the treaty to in­ 
terfere with the welfare and prosperity 
of the state of Panama, or of the cities 
of Colon and Panama. You will make 
due report of the result of your visit 
on your return.”

Congregational Council 
Indorses Call 
for Peace Conference. 
Dos Moines, la., Oct. 20.—The Na­ 
tional Congregational council last 
night unanimously adopted resolutions 
commending President Roosevelt for 
declaring that he would call an inter­ 
national peace conference. 
The council placed itself on record 
as opposed to Chinese exclusion, de­ 
claring that it was wrongful discrimi­ 
nation against ’he Chinese in face of 
the unrestricted admission of unde­ 
sirable immigration from Europe and 
other Asiatic countries. 
The council voted to hold the next 
triennial session in Philadelphia. 
Closer union and federation with 
the Methodist Protestant and tho 
United Brethren churches was voted 
by the council after a recommendation 
several days ago in favor of such ac­ 
tion. This consummates the labors of 
twenty years in Congregational ranks 
for such an end and the council was 
jubilant at the final result and adopted 
resolutions commending the ceaseless 
labors of William Hayes Ward.

Attempt Being Made by Episcopalians 
to Settle Divorce Issue. 
Boston, Oct. 20.—An attempt was 
made Wednesday by the committee on 
canons of the Episcopal house of 
deputies to arrange a compromise be­ 
tween that body and the house of 
bishops.

Mnrcn P o l o f i n u - tin* I'lrst «.rent I m ­ 
petus to Its !>ln n uflirt ur e. 
It wns Mnrco Polo who gave the first 
groat Ímpetus to tho glass industry at 
Venice. Tilt* great traveler encouraged 
his countrymen to manufacture and to 
export large quantities of glass to the 
orient to satisfy the growing demand 
there. It Is difficult to determine when 
the first glass factories were establish­ 
ed in Venice, says the Chicago News. 
Some historians have attempted to 
prove that it was as early as tin* fifth 
century. The most ancient existing 
document relating to this industry is 
an article in a treaty concluded in 12S7 
between Bohemond, prince of Antioch, 
and .Tacobo Uontarini, doge of Venice. 
This time stained parchment refers to 
the purchase of broken glass a most 
necessary ingredient for the production 
of good glass by the Venetian mer­ 
chants in Syria. In 12si) the great 
council of the republic prohibited tin* 
establishment of glass furnaces in the 
city proper, as they were frequent 
causes of serious fires, and finally rele­ 
gated the glassblowers to the Island of 
Murano (12P2». where tin* industry has 
flourished down to the present day. 
Murano’s glass manufacturers pos­ 
sessed many political and other privi­ 
leges. Their daughters could even mar­ 
ry into the families of the proud Vene­ 
tian patricians. In the seventeenth cen­ 
tury the glassblowers of Venice were 
recognized as the best In Europe. This 
fact caused the I >uke of Buckingham 
to employ Venetian workmen in the 
glass imwiufaetory which he opened in 
Rod for the purpose of making imita­ 
tions of the tine Venetian drinking 
glasses. 
Evelyn, the diarist, writing in RV41, 
says; “1 passed over to Murano. fa­ 
mous for the best glasses of tin* world, 
where, having viewed their furnaces. I 
made a collection of divers curiosities. 
'Tis tin* white flints which they have 
from Pavia, which they pound and sift 
exceedingly small and mix with ashes 
made of a seaweed brought out of Syr­ 
ia. and a white sand that cause the* 
manufacture to excel."
